Washington, D. C., April 29.—[Special.]— 
Now that the house has disposed temporarily 
of the tariff, further action being impossible 
until the senate is through with the bill, sev- 
eral of the leading members have begun to 
look forward to the next important piece of 
legislation. . 

That will be, it need hardly be explained, 
reform of the banking and currency system 
of the country. No steps can be taken in that 
direction until the regular session next win- 
ter, but the chances are a good deal of his 
spare time will be devoted by Speaker Can- 
non to the important question of the compo- 
sition of the house committee on banking and 
currency. 

Any bill which is presented for considera- 
tion of congress must be framed up in that 
committee sooner or later. The new currency 
bill possibly may originate in the senate com- 


‘mittee on finance, but the house committee 


on banking and currency will after all have 
to decide on the popular features of the new 
measures, and it therefore is highly impor- 
tant that the committee should be consti- 
tuted from the outset not in a way to makeit 
favorable to any particular measure but soit 
may consider all measures on their merits, 
pick out the best features, ang veld them to- 
gether into a homogeneouf nd practical 
banking and currency sys for the coun- 
try which will last for ce ies to come. 


Obstacle to Curreficy Reform. 

Unfortunately, it has been true for many 
years that the banking and currency commit- 
tee has been dominated by men who were 
honest and industrious enough, but who be- 
came cranks and doctrinaires on currency 
and on banks and would listen to no scheme 
and submit to no suggestions unless they 
were in harmony with their own precon- 
ceived ideas. 

Speaker Reed appointed Joseph W. Walker 
of Boston,. formerly a successful merchant 
in Chicago, to the head of the committee on 
banking and currency. Mr. Walker, if any 
man, should have known banking and com- 
mercial methods, because he was intimately 
associated with such enterprises for many 
years. It was a melancholy fact, however, 
that he had hardly used the committee gavel 
for the first time until he began to formulate 
a currency system all by himself. It was 80 
scientific, so complex, and possibly se good 
| pt its author ever found time 


The work of the banking and curréncy com- 
mittee was, therefore, hampered from the 
outset by the hostility of the chairman to 
every measure which was not completely 
in harmony with his own scheme. Individ- 
ual members of the committee developed sim- 
ilar ideas, and the result was that after the 
election of McKinley it proved to be impossi- 
ble for a long time to establish gold standard 
securities; and it is an unfortunate thing that 
it has not been done any too well even now. 


Fowler Honest in Views. 

Then Representative Charles N. Fowler of 
New Jersey became the head of this im- 
portant committee. There is- not u more in- 
telligent, more devoted, or more h mem- 
ber of the house of representatives han Mr. 
Fowler. He has made a scientifié study of 
banking and currency and is an authority 
who cannot be lightly questioned, so far as 
the history of the subject is concerned. He 
has traveled about the country meeting busi- 
ness men and bankers, he has traveled 
abroad, and he has probably devoted as 
much hard study to the financial situation in 
the United States as any living man. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Fowler, too, has a 
scheme of his own. His long application to 
one subject has made him live and breathe 
and have his being with currency always in 
view. By nature courteous, a gentleman by 
instinct, the chairman of the committee on 
banking and currency has permitted himself 
to be convinced that the particular measure 
of reform he advocates and which sometimes 
has been called by his name, is the only one 
which will save the country from bank- 
ruptcy, and that it is so perfect as to render 
it probable that the slightest decrease in its 
sacred proportions will similarly ruin the 
country. 

May Transfer Fowler. 

As a result of this attitude, the banking 
and currency committee of, the house in the 
last congress proved to be not a stepping 
stone but an dbstacle to any satisfactory 
refofm in the currency. At a time when 
four-fifths of the Republicans in the house 
and many of th¢ Democrats believed it to 
be absolutely necessary to provide an emer- 
gency circulation this committee blocked the 
way, ani many of its members, including 
both Republicans and Democrats, were so 
full of the excellencies of their own schemes 
that they found it difficult at times to pay 
satisfactory or even respectful attention to 
the bankers and business men who came 
on to Washington to advocate something at 
variance with the committee plan. 

It finally became necessary to turn down 
the committee altogether to secure the pas- 
gage of an emergency currency measure, al- 
though it was not intended even to lay the 
framework of a permanent currency scheme. 

As a result of this condition of affairs, it 
is more than likely Speaker Cannon will re- 
organize the banking and currency commit- 
tee in the present congress completely. This

When Peter Van Vlissingen “ threw up the 
game and went down to Jollet to take his 
medicine he left in the hands of his victims 
$1,633,200 of forged mortgages and notes, 
according to a statement prepared by a firm 
of chartered accountants from an examina- 
tion of his books. To pay these and other 
claims against his estate, the trustee in 
bankruptcy has assets worth between $30, - 
000 and $50,000. 

To add to his other troubles, Mrs. Van 
Viissingen has made known her intention 
of divorcing her husband on the ground that 
he is a convicted felon and at present serving 
a sentence in the penitentiary. They were 
married in 1907, when, according to his own 
story as told on the witness stand, during the 
last three or four days, Van Vlissingen knew 
he was nearing the end of hisrope. She was 
a widow with two children when she married 
him, 


A copy of the chartered accountants’ report 
was used by Attorney Lessing Rosenthal as 
a basis for the questions he put to Van Viis- 
singen during the greater portion of the ex- 
amination before Referee in Bankruptcy F. 
L. Wean ‘yesterday afternoon. Van Vlissin- 
gen himslf frequently protested against this 
report being used, and, although he has not 
seen a copy, he mad@ the statement that it 
was not and could not be correct. 


Peaks Takes Back Statement. 

The copy which Attorney Rosenthal was 
using had been loaned to him by Attorney 
George R. Peaks, who represents the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company, trustee in 
bankruptcy for the Van Vlissingen estate, 
and when the controversy arose over its 
accuracy Mr. Peaks took it away from At- 
torney Rosenthal, declaring that the trustee 
did not consider it as authentic and therefore 
had disregarded it. 

Nevertheless the statement, which was 
prepared for Theis J. Lefens and William © 
Seipp, two of the largest of Van VIissingen's 
creditors, purports to show with considerable 
detail not only the amount of outstanding 
forged paper but also gives a list of persons 
holding same and the amounts out of which 
they had been victimized. It also contains a

Conditions were found to be even worse 
than his men had reported. In consequence 
the lid is to be tightly clamped on the all- 
night saloon. Offenders who persist in keep- 
ing open after tonight’s wasning will lose 
their licenses. \ 

One Bar in Three Open. 

There are nearly 7,000 saloons in the city 
and it is sald that more than one-third of 
them sell drinks after the hour at which they 
are supposed to close. Front. shades are 
drawn and front doors are locked at all these 
places, making a pretense of being closed, but 
side and rear doors are always open to thirsty 
patrons. 

The 1 o’clock closing law provides that 
shades or curtains shall be raised and swing- 
ing doors tied back, so that the view from the 
street shall not be obstructed. Furthermore, 
according to the ordinance, a light must be 
left burning in the barroom so that a police- 
man passing in front of the place can look in. 

These requirements of the law, which for a 
time were enforced, have fallen into disuse, 
is the information received by Chief Shippy. 
A tour of the city’made by the chief a few 
nights ago showed him that not one saloon- 
keeper in three complies with the law. 


Shaties Pulled Down. 

In the loop district there are twenty-five or 
thirty saloons, it is said, that keep open all 
night. At these places the shades are pulled 
down, inetead of being raised, and it is impos- 
sible for a policeman to ses the barroom from 
the street. Dark curtains prevent any ray of 
light from filtering through the front doors, 
which are locked. 

Those who know the ropes,” however, 
have no trouble in finding their Way into 
these drinking places after the closing hour, 
In some cases a door leadi through from 
the next building is used by the thirsty cus- 
tomers to gain admittance.

Special commission 
ers are present from Kaiser Wilhelm to con- 
vey the assurance of Germany’s well wishes 
and aid in the launching of the princess upon 
her life of royalty. 

The queen and the princess are reported to 
be doing well, and it is said that Wilhelmina 
has fallen into a natural and restful sleep 
with no apparent complications to disturb 
the auspiciousness of the event.

Would Make Trouble. 


The Rev. Hugh M. Scott, chairman of the 
faculty of the Chicago Theological seminary 
and for twenty-five years a professor in that 
institution, was crushed and instantly killed 
between two Van Buren street cars at State 
and Van Buren streets at 5:45 last evening. 
Dr. Scott was boarding a car to return to 
his home at 520 Adams street, after having 
left Prof. Graham Taylor five minutes be- 
fore at State and Van Buren streets. 

The accident resulted from the traffic sys- 
tem maintained at the end ef the Van Buren 
street car lines The two car lines narrow to 
a single switch track between State and: 
Dearborn streets, and two cars, one east of 
the switch on the single track and one just 
west of the switch, were loading. 


Crushed Between Cars. 

Dr. Scott was boarding the second car when 
the first car moved out from the switch and 
started to pass the second on the same side 
on which passengers were mounting. He 
was crushed between the cars before the 
motorman of the second car could check its 
progress. 

The accident which caused the death of 
Dr. Scott came only a few seconds after 
Patrolman Foley of the Harrison street po- 
lice station, who was on crossing duty at 
State and Van Buren streets, had warned the 
street car crews and switchman that the 
system of loading two Cars, one on each 
side of the switch, at the same time, and then 
allowing the first car to pass the second on 
the side open to passengers was likely to 
result in a serious accident. 


Card Shows Identity. 

The body was taken to Rolston’s under- 
taking rooms, and for more than an hour the 
identity was not known. A final search of 
the clothing was made and a small card in 
one of the pockets bearing the name of Prof. 
Bcott was discovered. 

Arthur B. Scott, son of the dead man, at- 
tended the commencement exercises of the 
McCormick Theological seminary.

Umbrella and Hat Save a Life. 
William Walsh, a clerk in the coroner's 
office, had a narrow escape from death when

he was taken by the police, the only thing 
that saved Walsh's life was his umbrella 
and his hat.

Boston Store Window Broken. 

A large plate glass window on the Madison 
street side of the Boston Store, State and 
Madison streets, was blown in by the wind 
and considerable damage done to goods dis- 
Played in the window. 

Lightning struck the roof of a six story 
building at 153 Market street, occupied by 
several clothing firms. A small hole was 
torn in the roof, but no fire followed. 

The fire department responded to twenty- 
one alarms of fire due to lightning and other 
causes between 6 and 9 o'clock p. m. From 
6:23 o'clock, the time of the first alarm, and 
6:45 O clock, during which time the storm 
was at its height, fifteen calls from different 
parts of the city were responded to. Oper- 
ators Hanley and Doherty at the fire alarm 
‘Office were kept busy sending out the calls to 
the different fire companies. Almost every 
fire engine company in the city was called 
out. The heavy rain prevented many other 
calls where lightning struck buildings. 


Fear Watchman Was Crushed. 


A three story and basement brick building 
in Thirty-seventh street, near Morgan street, 
being constructed for the American Lucifer 
Prism company, collapsed at 10 o’clock. A 
watchman who was known to have-been in 
‘the building is thought to be buried beneath 
the débris, and the Thirty-fifth street police, 
aided by members of hook and ladder com- 
pany No. 8, began searching the ruins for 
the missing watchman. 

A lantern and an unbrella thought to have 
been used by the watchman were found in the 
“middie of the building. The police say 
‘there was no evidence of a bomb ‘having 
been set off in the building. 

A watchman employed by the J. B. Clark 
Ol company, whose plant adjoins the new 
building, heard a crash and saw a flash. 
He gave little attention to it. An hour later 
he went to meet the watchman at the new 
building and found that the front and side 
walls had also collapsed. He notified the 
police. 


Tidal Wave on North Shore. 

A tidal wave swept along the north shore 
shortly after 10 o'clock at night. At Wauke- 
gan it wrecked a number of boats and did 
thousands of dollars’ worth of damage to 
docks and shipping. A wall of water fully 
four feet high came up the beach from 300 
to 400 feet and carried everything loose with 
It. 

The long retaining wall of the Thomas 
Brass and Iron company, south of Waukegan 
harbor, was undermined, and seventy-five 
feet of the wall fell into the lake, entailing 
a loss of $4,000. Thirty thousand railroad 
ties belonging to the Chicago Timber and Tie 
Treating company were piled on a low sandy 
island. They were washed into the lake and 
are a total loss. 

Dozens of small fishing boats were carried 
out from shore and wrecked: Three 
launches were swept from their gnchorages 
and smashed to pieces.

Some of Storm’s Pranks. 

The thirdAstory of the Miller block was 
blown off, the roof was torn from“the\Car- 
mack block, the steeple was blown off Mor- 
gan hall, the J. W. Ketcham implement barn 
was razed, and the roof was partly lifted 
from the Cahimet Trust and Savings bullding. 
The roofs and the platform of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific station were blown 
the track and trains were blooked. 

In addition, the street car, telephone, and 
telegraph services were crippled. The fire 
department was at work all night, with fifty 
volunteers sworn in for emergency service. 

Fifty cadets from Morgan Park academy 
assisted in policing the town.

Flying Debris Hits House. 


The wind tore away the top floor of a three 
story brick building at Morgan and Commer- 
cla] avenues and carried it almost half a 
block away, throwing it against the resi- 
dence of A. Green, which collapsed under the 
weight and is now a mass of ruins. 

Green and his family had gone outdoors 
to view the storm and escaped being caught 
among the ruins. 

The entire telephone and telegraph syste 
was put out of commission for a time by the

The district of Gage Park in the south- 
western part of the city, where Hetty Green 
is credited with keeping back the installation 
of sewers, suffered from a flood which the 


residents said was worse than the usual 


spring floods. Floods are looked upon as the 
customary lot of the community where Hetty 
Green owns much property. 

Over the telephone from Sixty-first e 
and Western avenue, in the heart of the dis- 
trict, an informant told Tun Trisune that 
part of the district lying between Sixty- 
fifth and Forty-seventh streets, along West- 
ern avenue, was navigable for small boats. 
Water filled basements. and the lighting fa- 
cilities were rendered almost useless. It 
was reported that even the gas mains were 
affected by the flood. 


Lightning Starts Fire. 


The Blue Island brickyard, owned by the 
Illinois Brick company, Chamber of Com- 
merce building, Chicago, was damaged by 
fire following in the wake of the storm, in 
which one house was blown from its foun- 
dation, trees were snapped in two, and tele- 
graph and telephone wires were torn from 
their fastenings in the village of Riverdale, 
near Blue Island. 

The brickyard fire, believed to have been 
started by a bolt of lightning, damaged the 
wooden buildings containing the brick kilns 
and had spread almost to the office building, 
a two story wooden structure. at 829 One 
Hundred and Thirty-seventh street, before 
Fire Chief Peter Kipley ef the Calumet fire 
department arrived with his men. The loss 


is estimated at $2,500. 


Trains Stalled at Lemont. 


Residents of Lemont were terrified when 
the storm broke there at 6 o’clock, uprooting 
trees knocking down telephone and tele- 
graph poles and wires, as well as disabling 
the electric’ lighting system. A number of 
trains on the Chicago and Alton railroad 
were delayed, among them being the Red 
Hummer to Springfield, which was force 
to remain most of the night at the town. 

Six houses in the heart of the business sec- 
tion were unroofed, and the occupants terri- 
fied by the flashes of lightning, thunder, and 
heavy downpour, fied to the street and Bought 
shelter in the houses of more fortunate neigh- 
bors. 

The Western Union 6 service in the 
vicinity of the town, as well as Romeoville 
and Joliet, was crippled, fifty-eight poles 
with wires having been blown down across + 
the rails, which tied up the trains.

Five persons were injured, two of them 
dangerously, and thrte houses were blown 
away, others were unroofed, windows were 
blown in in all parts of town, when the storm 
struck Whiting, Ind. J. R. Mackin was lifted 
from a sidewalk and blown over a five foot 
iron railing and was injured internally. Ben- 
sjamin Weigman, an expressman, was blown 
from his wagon across the street against a 
telephone pole. He received dangerous in- 
juries. 

A. B. Ogden, a traveling salesman from 
Chicago was cut on the face by a falling sign 
and Adam Wilson was badly bruised by the 
falling timbers of his house, when the wind 
blew it down. The residence of Frederick 
Vater was unroofed and Mrs. Vater received 
minor injuries from falling timbers. 

A number of residences were .unroofed and 
porches blown away, but slight bruises were 
the only hurts reported as received by. per- 
sons living in the houses. Every plate glass 
window in the O'Keefe hotel was blown in. 
Glass from windows of business houses and 
shattered signe littered all the downtown 
streets after the wind had passed. 


Wind Shifts Riverdale House. 

The house of John Krug, under construction 
at One Hundred and Thirty-seventh place 
and Wabash avenue, Riverdale, was blown 
from its foundations and would have been 
completely turned over had it not been for 
the several large trees which it fell against. 

The bullding wasatwo story wooden struc- 
ture and rested on a foundation of stone. 
The windows were shattered and part of the 
roof torn off when it fell, demolishing part 
of the foundation as it did so. Chief of Police 
Charles A. Baumgarten of the Riverdale de- 
partment detailed several men to guard the 
structure. — 

Two scale weighing houses owned by the 
Van Deursen Produce company at One Hun- 
Mred and Thirty-seventh and Illinois streets 
were blown over by the wind. ‘ 


Canal Towns Escape Damage. 

At Joliet and towns along the drainage 
canal the storm did only slight damage. 
Many telephone and telegraph wires were 
torn down by falling branches of trees and 
mall houses and barns were shaken on their

electric light wires and a few telephone wires 
were blown down, and reports of two base- 
ments being flooded were received by the 
police.

Com- 
pany F, Third regiment, Indiana National 
Guard, has received orders from Gov. Mar- 
shall to proceed immediately to Michigan 
City to preserve order, and at midnight were 
mobilizing, preparing to get away at the 
earliest moment. No Hves were lost by the 
falling of the wall and as far as can be 
learned no one. was injured. 

FREAKISH STORM UNIVERSAL. 

The elements tried to see how many kinds 
of freakish atmospheric disturbances they 
could create yesterday and last night, and 
meager reports from all points of the com- 
pass show that they succeeded to a greater 
extent than in any recent previous endeavor 
along that line. 

Tornadoes, snow, hail, 


sleet, ‘ lightning, 


| flood, flame, and electrical phenomena are 


among the remarkable features of a remark- 
able storm for this season of the year. Wires 
are down in all parts of the country as a re- 
sult of the widespread storm, while trains 
are stalled, telegraph and telephone poles 
blown down, lives lost, damage running into 
tens of thousands sustained, and communi- 
cation generally interrupted. 


Great News Centers Cut Off. 

Even the great news centers were shut off 
from each other for some time, and never 
during the night was anything like adequate 
service by the telegraph possible between big 
cities like Chicago, New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, St. Louis, Denver, and San 
Francisco. Springfield, III., could get little 
infarmation. by wire into Chicago, while at 
times it was not possible to talk to some of 
the city’s suburbs either by phone or tele- 
graph. 

Two persons were killed and great damage 
done by wind that swept Pittsburg and vicin- 
ity in the afternoon. A negro was blown from 
a barge at McKeesport and drowned in the 
Monongahela river, while William Gerlagh, 
9 years old, died from a blow from a flying 
scantling. 

Lightning struck the home of Lawrence 
Winchell, near Michigan City, Ind., killing 
him and his wife and burning ‘their child 
seriously. 


Fourteen Hurt in Cyclone. 

Fourteen persons were injured, two seri- 
ously, in a tornado in the vicinity of Knox- 
ville, Ark. late in the afternoon. Many 
houses were wrecked and great damage done 
to property. The storm passed over what is 
known as the “‘ cyclone belt,“ which has had 
six tornadoes in the last two years. 

Hail of such consequence as to shatter some 
tin roofs fell at Alto Pass, III., breaking win- 
dows, skylights, and raising bumps that 
would baffle phrenologists on the heads of 
unlucky citizens caught out in the open. 

A wind and electrical storm passing over 
Peoria at 5:30 o'clock in the afternoon un- 
roofed the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
freighthouse and damaged the union depot. 
It also blew several box cars from the 
tracks, demolished three flagmen’s shanties, 
in one of which John Corcoran, a switch- 
man, was severely injured, and caused much 
damage to shipping on the Illinois river. 


Queer Features Near Peoria. 

On the farms surrounding Peoria thou- 
sands of dollars’ damage was -done to or- 
chards and property. On one farm the wina- 
mill was blown over, the barn rolled over, 
leaving the stock in the open, and the farm- 
er’s home removed from its foundation ana 
moved ten feet. Neither man nor ast 
suffered a scratch from this freak of nature. 
Both telegraph and telephone wires went 
down with the first of the storm, and Peoria 
was isolated from the rest of the world for 
over four hours. 

Clinton, Ia.,-@idn’t see a thing for thirty 
minutes when clouds that rendered day com- 
plete night enveloped the town. The resi- 
dents were frightened to fidgets and the street 
lights were lit, but in a little while the sun 
shone as brightly as a day in June. 

The storm which swept across Arkansas 
and northern Mississippi late in the night is 


reported to have swept away the town of 


Horn Lake, Desoto county, Miss. Horn Lake 
is thirty miles south of Memphis.

Porter Smith of Chicago Kills 


Girl and Himself on 
School Campus. 


SUIT HAD BEEN SPURNED. 


Helen Marden, Once Engaged, 


Had Rejected Hand of Her 
Chum’s Brother. 


Porter McDougall Smith, a Chicago grad- 
wate of Dartmoyth college in the class of 
1908, yesterday murdered Helen Ayer Mar- 
den, a member of the senior class of Smith 
college. Smith then committed suicide be- 


fore the girl’s prostrate form on the Smith 


college campus at Northampton, Mass. 

Miss Emeline Smith, sister of the young 
man, chum of the girl her brother killed 
and a Smith college junior, left Northampton 
last night with the youth’s body, and is ex- 
pected to arrive in Chicago late tonight. 

At the Kenwood hotel Porter Smith's 
mother, Mrs. Charlotte Smith, and another 
sister, Miss Charlotte Smith, both overcome 
with grief and horror, are under the care 


ef a physician awaiting the tragic return 


from college of Miss Emeline and her charge. 
Porter Smith was a son of the late J. M. 


Smith, a Chicago wholesale shoe merchant, i 


who died ten years ago. 


Pursued Girl Several Days. 

It was stated in Northampton yesterday 
that Porter Smith appeared there several 
days ago. He had been in love with Miss 
Marden, who was the daughter of an oil 
merchant, Frank Marden, of 8 Boston street, 
Somerville, Mass., but the young woman re- 


cently had broken off the engagement said to 
‘ have existed. | 


Since he arrived there the other day it is said 
that Smith persistently had followed Miss 
Marden and tried to force hie attentions on 
her, but she refused to have anything to do 
with him. Yesterday forenoon, when the 
majority of the students of Smith college 
were at chapel, Miss Marden came out of the 
students’ building, where she roomed. 

She had staid away from the chapel exer- 
cises, it is understood, because she feared she 
would be further pursued by Smith on the 
way there. She had gone only a short dis- 
tance when she met Smith. There were no 
students nearby and it is not known whether 
there was any conversation between the two. 

Suddenly workmen not far distant heard a 
shot and a girl's scream. Turning around 
they saw Smith standing beside the girl with 
a revolver in his hand. Before they could 
reath the couple they saw Smith raise the 
revolver and fire two more shots at the girl. 


Ends Own Life at Her Side. 


Miss Marden sank to the ground and Smith 
immediately placed the muzzle of the weapon 
to his own head and fired, falling dead beside 
the young woman. 

o bullets had entered Miss Marden's 
ba near the neck, and a third, which it 
was feared would prove fatal, had entered 
the head. 

Miss Marden died shortly before noon y 
terday. . 

Miss Louise Marden, a sister of the slain 

and a member of the junior class at 
Smith college, said at the college yesterday 
that in her opinion Smith was crazed at her 
sister's refugal to marry him. Miss Louise 
Marden spoke in the highest terms of the 
young man. 

Miss Marden was popular among her col- 
lege mates. She was the soprano soloist of 
the college giee club and was a member of 
the Phi Kappa Psi society, one of the honor 
organizations of the college. 


Family Home Now in Hotel. 

Porter Smith’s family lived for many years 
at 5467 Washington avenge; but three ears 
ago moved to the Ken hotel, Forty- 
seventh street and Kenw enue. Porter 
lived there with his mother and sisters when 
in the city. 

Porter graduated from Dartmouth eollege 


last June and at once entered the employ of 


R. P. Smith Sons company, wholesale shoe 
dealers at 230 Franklin street, of which firm 
his father had been a member. He was em- 
ployed in the stock room for some time, and 
several months ago was sent out asa-travel- 
ing salesman assigned to the Nebraska ter- 
ritory. . 

He completed a western trip last week and 
spent Sunday at home. He left the offices 
on Monday with the understanding that he 
was going west. Relatives and the shoe 
company heard nothing of him until the mes- 
sage arrived from his sister announcing his 
death. 


Deeply in Love with Girl. 

„% A nervous breakdown is responsible for 
my son’s act.“ Mrs. Smith sad. From his 
boyhood he lived an exemplary Hfe. I could 
not at first believe the telegram was true, but 
others confirmed the first message. 

“Porter was deeply in love with Miss 
Marsden. Some time during his college ca- 
reer she promised to marry him. Several 
weeks ago she broke off the engagement. 
Why, I do not know. My son could not re- 
cover from the blow and brooded until it 
unbalanced his mind. He would not wilfully 
have harmed the girl or himself. He did not 
kriow what he was doing. 

“ He was only 28 years old, but since my 
husband's death he had been father, hus- 
band, and brother to this family. During 
his junior and senior years at Dartmouth 
he overworked himself. He was practically 
a nervous breakdown at commencement last 
June, but he immediately went into business 
and worked hard at that. 


Knew Girl Three Years. 

“Three years ago Porter met Mise Marden 
at Smith college. She and my daughter 
belonged to the musical set. The Dartmouth 
boys were in the habit of going over there 
to take part in afternoon concerts. Porter 
was a member of the Dartmouth glee club. 
He met Miss Marden at one of these con- 
eerts. An attachment was formed quickly 
and at the first I knew that she was devoted 
to him. Their affection for each other wag 
of the highest character. 

„During the Christmas holidays last year 
she came to Chicago and visited at the homes 
of her. college friends here. Porter’s love was 
eo deep that he was jealous of any who 
showed her attention. She wasa remarkable 
girl, beautiful and exceptionally talented. 
Miss Marden and my ter were the 
warmest friends.“ A

THREATEN TO STRIKE AGAIN 


Tile Layers Insist That Con- 
tractors Drop Injunction. 


EMPLOYERS FLATLY REFUSE. 


Bakers Will Decide Tomorrow Whether 
or Not to Quit. 


Tile layers and helpers, who only two 
weeks ago settled a strike of six weeks’ dura- 
tion and returned to work at increased wages, 
threatened to strike again yesterday unless 
the injunction against their union and the 
Associated Building Trades was dissolved, 

President William D. O’Brien and other 
officers of the Building Contractors’ council 
insist that the restraining order shall stand. 
President O’Brien so expressed himself at a 
conference held in the afternoon between 
representatives of the Mantel and Tile Deal- 
ers’ association and President J. J. Conroy 
of the.Tile Layers’ union. 

The tile dealers, however, want the in- 
junction dissolved, and the meeting was held 
at their request to ask the officers of the 
contractors’ organization to file an applica- 
tion for the dissolution of the writ. Their 
request was met with an absolute refusal. 


Writ Issued by Judge Mack. 


The injunction, which was granted by 
Judge Julian W. Mack, is one of the most 
sweeping restraining orders ever issued in a 
labor case in Chicago. It covers more than 
forty labor unions, including nearly 100 labor 
officials, among them Martin B. (‘‘ Skinny ”’) 
Madden, president of the Associated Build- 
ing Trades, and more than 60,000 building 
trades workers. 

President Conroy told the tile dealers and 
President O’Brién that the tile layers and 
helpers would refuse to work under the in- 
junction and that the question of a walkout 
would be decided at a meeting of the union. 

Journeymen bakers will meet tomorrow in 
Brand’s hall to take action on the question 
of a strike against the master bakerr who 
refuse to grant the increase in wages of $1 
and $2 a week. Officers of the union said 
7 per cent of the master bakers in Chicago 
had signed agreements with the union call- 
ing for the advanced rate of pay. 

Job Printers Seek Raise. 

The Chicago Typographical union will hold 
a meeting on Sunday to formulate a new 
scale for job printers. The present scale is 
$19.50 a week. The printers want a three 
years’ agreement at 42% cents an hour for 
the firat year, 47 cents the second, and 52 
certs the third. 

Sanitary teamsters employed by the city 
im the First, Second, Highteenth, and Nine- 
teenth warde are negotiating with Superin- 
tendent of Streets Doherty for overtime pay 
for all work above eight hours a day. They 
complain of being compelled to haul two 
loads of ashes a day to Forty-third street and 
the Panhandle tracks, which, they say, re- 
quires ten hours. 

A committee from the City Bridgetenders’ 


‘association visited Commissioner of Public 


Works Hanberg and asked that they be 
granted a two weeks’ vacation each year on 
full pay. Commissioner Hanberg told the 
committee the city had made no appropria- 
tion for salaries for substitutes, and that he 
could not allow the bridges to be manned by 
only one man on each bridge while the other 
man took a vacation.

Clothing Found on Feb. 7. 
The articles found are a. three-quarters 
length coat with white satin lining and 


trimmed with black braid, a black hat with : 
an ostrich plume, a light brown fur neck 


scarf, a hand satchel, and two small pocket- 
books. 


One of the pocketbooks contained a | 


pair of glasses in a case bearing the dealers 


name, L. A. Horn, 442 North Clark street. 
The other contained 30 cents and a prescrip- 
tion for a cough medicine. 

The clothing on the body included two 
waists, one of black silk one one of 
jersey material; two underskirts, one of lav- 
ender silk and one of crocheted wool; woolen 
stockings, and patent leather shoes. On the 
third finger of the left hand was a solitaire 
diamond ring. There was a gold chain with 
a cross pendant around the neck. 

The condition of the body indicates that it 
had been in the water several weeks. The 
woman evidently was about 40 years old. 
She was 5 feet 6 inches tall and all her teeth 
except four upper ones in front were false. 

J remember well the sale of the glasses 
H. L. Horn said last night. It was on the 
Friday before the clothing was found in Feb- 
ruary. The woman came in twice. The first 
pair did not fit her exactly and she had me 
change them. 


Believed to Be Stranger Here. 

J inferred from her conversation that she 
was a stranger in Chicago. She spoke of 
losing a pair of glasses in a restaurant in 
North Clark street. She appeared nervous. 
She was dressed in dark clothing. I am not 
certain whether or not her dress was black. 
Her age appeared to be 88 or 40.“ 

The safe deposit company at first refused 
to give the coroner’s office any assistance in 
learning the woman’s identity. | 

We don’t know that there is anything in 
that box, and you can’t see it without a court 
order,“ John L. Peckham, secretary and 
manager, told Sergeant, Scrivner when he 
asked to be allowed to search the box. 

„We'll get a court order,.“ sali Coroner 
Hoffman, but this is the first time I have 
had to do such a thing.“ 

Probate Judge Cutting granted the order 
at once, and Sergeant Scrivner took it to Mr. 
Peckham. The box was produced at once 
and opened. 

The currency consisted of two $500 bills, 
twenty-four $100 bills, and seven $50 bills. 
Of the amount $1,950 was in a chamois bag, 
and the other bills were thrown loosely in 
the box. There was not a scrap of writing 
to indicate who the box renter was. Mr. 
Peckham said persons often rented boxes 
and gave no address. 


Jury Returns Open Verdict. 

An inquest held in the undertaking rooms at 
288 Lincoln avenue by Adolph Hermann, 
deputy coroner, resulted in an open verdict. 
The jury decided that the woman came to 
her death from drowning. 

The body was found by Joseph Langlois, 
a park policeman. It was near the beach, 
only a short distance from the high bridge 
in Lincoln park known as “ suicide bridge.’’ 
One theory advanced by the police is that 
the woman may have committed suicide by 
jumping from the bridge into the lagoon 
and that the body drifted into the lake. 

“The finding of the diamond ring con- 
vinces me that the woman could not have 
been killed by a robber,“ said Lieut. Reich 
of the North Halsted street police station. 

A search of the police records failed to 
show that any woman answering the descrip- 
tion of the body has been reported missing 
except the supposed owner of the clothing 
found on Feb. 7. 

Man Found Dead in River. 

The body of an unidentified man, apparent- 
ly 45 years old and thought to be a laborer, 
was taken from the river at La Salle street 
last night by Policemen Helberg and Doher- 
ty. It was seen floating in the river by A. 
g. Peterson, 225 Dearborn street, and George 
McMahon, 224 Clark street, and was taken 
to Rolston’s undertaking rooms, 870 Wa- 
bash avenue. 


FORMER CHICAGOAN SHOT DEAD 
IN LOBBY OF DENVER HOTEL. 


Thomas Hennessy, Once House Detec- 
tive at the Annex, Murdered by a 
Stranger in Western City. 


Denver, Colo., April 20.—[{Special.)}—Thom- 
as Hennessy, house detective at the Albany 
hotel, was shot and instantly killed at 5 
o' clock this afternoon while standing in the 
crowded lobby of the hotel.

Before securing 
employment with the firm from which he 
took the rugs he was employed by another 
State street department store. 

His last positiogehad been held by him only 
two weeks. He was employed in the rug de- 
partment. From the first day of his em- 
ployment he is said to have taken to his 
room valuable rugs each day. He took one 
rug, valued at $250, and suggested that it be 
used in place of the Brussels rug that was 
on the floor. 

He explained his possession of other rugs 
by saying that he was deeply interested in 
rugs and that, owing to his position, he could 
get them at half cost.

Big Lobby Wants Illinois States- 
men to Use Caution. 


ASK TIME TO GET BREATH. 
‘ 


Workman’s Welfare as Argument in 
Plea to Assembly. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., ApriJ 29.—[Special.]—The 
railway supply interests of the country went 
on their knees today before the Illinois legis- 
lature and pleaded for caution in dealing 
with the mass of railroad legislation now 
on the calendar or before committees. 

The laboring men, usually employed in 
the manufacture of the hundreds of varieties 
af supplies used by the railroads and kin- 
dred instituttons, were presented as the con- 
crete reason for putting the brakes upon 
pending railroad bills. 

Wait until the railroads can get from 
under the terrible stagnation of business 
which has paralyzed the railroad business 
of the country so long.“ argued George A. 
Post, president of the Railway Business as- 
sociation who came all the way from New 
York to talk to the statesmen. Backing him 
up was the most formidable lobby which 
has appeared at Springfield during the pres- 
ent session. 


Seventy-flve Firms Represented. 

Seveniy-five representatives of firms which 
handle railroad supplies or manufacture 
them, came to Springfield in a special train 
and swooped down on the state house in one 
big squadron just before the session of the 
day began. 

It had been the program to talk to the 
“members of the house of representatives 
first and then to travel on to the senate. 
Speaker Shurtleff was impressed with che 
aspect of the delegation and consented to 
Yet the house sit in committee of the whole 
for the first hour orf 80 of the morning. This 
arrangement was nos er made than the 
proposal came from the visitors to let the 
senate in on the heart to heart talk. 

Representative Chiperfield took possession 
of the gavel as chairman of the committee of 
the whole and just then the senators began 
to slip in one by one. They had been invited 
over to the house’s party and gladly hailed 
the chance. 

Milliken Explains the Mission. 

A. H. Milliken of Chicago, vice president 
ot the Railway Business association, was the 

rector general of the expedition and started 
the proceedings with the statement that the 
delegation did not come to Springfield as 
representatives of the railroads. 

“We are not here to represent the rail- 
roads,” said Mr. Milliken. ‘ But when the 
railroads are prevented from buying from 
us by agitation and unwise laws, we are 
compelled to shut down our works and dis- 
tharge our men. 

„% We believe that men soon will be lected 
to the state legislature and to congress on 
the platform of codperation and conciliation 
to all. In other words, the idea of the Rail- 
way Business association is that prosperity 
is good for the individual, for the community, 
for the state, and for the nation.“ 

Mr. Post, the president of the national 
organization of supply manufacturers, re- 
ferred to the business conditions which have 
tended to what he terms the present demoral- 
ized railroad situation, 

“We have suffered tremendously during 
the last eighteen months because of the 
inability of rallroads to buy the commodities 
that we are organized and equipped to pro- 
duce,“ he said, “ The industrial and com- 
mercial interests in behalf of which we speak 
is the largest in the country.” 


‘Asks Chance to Catch Breath. 

Then he referred to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of men who, he said, usually were em- 
ployed by the allied supply companies, and 
said thet Illinols has more than any other 
state, due to the position of Chicago as a rail- 
road center. 

“In the consideration of the bills affecting 
the railroads, 
concluded, do not forget the supreme in-

District May Sell Surplus, if Any, 
to Private Consumers. 


HOUSE ROW OVER MEASURE. 


Wrangle Continues Till Quarreling 
Forces Break Quorum. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, III., April 29.—[Special.]—Rep- | 
resentative Kleeman’s bill to restrict the 
power of the sanitary district in the sale of 
its electric power threw the house into a 
wrangle today, lasting until the quarreling 
forces broke the quorum and put a stop to 
all further legislative work. 

With the aid of Speaker Shurtleff Mr. Klee- 
man was able to amend his bill so as to pro- 
vide that the district shall not sell power 
to other consumers than the various public 
bodies within its terwitory unless such public 
bodies refuse to contract with the sanitary 
officials. 

The bill as amended requires the sanitary 
trustees to advertise the amount and the 
price of the power they have to sell and to 
dispose of it to counties, towns, cities, or 
villages. If after sixty days’ notice has 
been given, there remains a surplus not taken 
by the public bodies, the district may sell 
to private consumers. 

Originally the bill limited the district en- 
tirely to the sale to municipalities and public 
bodies. but the removal of complete prohibi- 
tion against entering the private field did not 
remove much of the opposition. 


LOOKS INNOCENT, BUT JS IT? 


Representative McLaughlin Introduces 
Bill Which Is Highly Interesting 
to Several Big Corporations. 


Springfield, III., April 29.—[Special.]— 
Representative John J. McLaughiin, chair- 
man of the house committee on corporations, 
introduced a bill, innocent at first sight, but 
which is declared to be the most sweeping 
corporation bill which has been put up tothe 
legislature for many mogns. 

The McLaughlin bill, ait is understood, 
carries a codification of most of the éxisting 
statutes affecting corporations and classifies 
the fees which may be collected from the cor- 
porations for profit by the state. The esti- 
mate is that the bill, if it become a statute, 
will net the state an annual revenue of $500.- 
000. 

One of the important provisions of the 
bill is the section which authorizes a corpora- 
tion to own real estate and to constrect 
office buildings. The Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association is said to be vitally interested in 
this feature of gs Pee pee bill. That 
subject has been before the general assem- 
bly repeatedly and is particularly interesting 
to several Chicago corporations.

Behind the fireman were hundreds or 
passengers, unconscious of their danger. He 
could not reach the cab to apply the air 
brakes. One chance remained—to break the 
air pipe connection swinging between the 
engine and the tender with his hands. 


Swings Down Under Tender. 

The locomotive, its speed unabated, was 
making seventy-five miles an hour as the 
fireman swung down on the step on the left 
side of his cab. From this point he reached 
for the airbrake connection, but his réach 
was too short. 

To make it he realized that he must climb 
practically under the tender. He did not 
hesitate.

Body Found in Hallway. 

Three feet from the front door on the floor 
of a now hallway was the body of Mrs. 
Crippen in a pool of blood. She was dressed 
as when she left the McDugal home and 
about her were a cloak and head covering 
Mrs. McDugal had loaned her because of 
the rain. 

The front and left side of the head were 
terribly crushed and beaten and the left 
arm and hand gashed. One side of the hall- 
way, a door at the rear of it, and the wall 
near the front door were spattered with 
blood and bore bloody hand prints. 

The instruments of the murder were a 
fiatiron, covered with blood and hair, found 


in the kitchen, and a large ornamental sea 


shell. The shell was found near the body. 
The broken parts of a stove shaker were 
under the body, and it is possible Mrs. Crip- 
pen used this in trying to defend herself. 

The struggle took place in the hallway, 
and it is believed the first blow was dealt 
as Mrs. Crippen entered when returning from 
her neighbor's house. 


Rifled Purse Is Found. 

Inspection of the kitchen showed that 
bloody hands had been washed at the sink. 
The flatiron was under a window nearby. 
A purse which Mrs. Crippen kept in «a 
leather bag under a pillow on a bed in an ad- 
joining room had been rified and some pen- 
nies were scattered avout. The woman's 
gold watch, silverware, and other valuables 
were untouched, and the drawers of a desk 
and bureau had not been ransacked. 

A hasty effort had been made to hide the 
murder by fire. A kerosene lamp had been 
turned high and a woolen scarf thrown 
over e chimney. A hole was burned 
through a coupie of folds, but the scarf ul- 
timately smothered the light. The front 
door was locked by Mrs. Crippen’s own key, 
which was found on the lawn in front of the 
house. ; 

Mrs. Crippen had lived in Winnebago 
twenty-five years. She was the widow ot 
Capt. Demag Crippen, a civil war veteran, 
and was considered well to do.

No Provision Made for Expenses 


of New City Official. 


WOULD PREVENT BLOCKADES 


fe 


Ordinance Aimed to Keep Idle Auto- 
mobiles Off the Streets. 


An appeal for funds to cover the expenses 
of the city forester will be made to the coun- 
cil committee on finance this afternoon by 
Ald. Albert W. Beilfuss, chairman of the 
special parks commission. 

The city is ready for the appointment of a 
forester. Jacob H. Prost, an expert of three 
years’ experience in the west parks, is en- 
titled to the place by the results of a merit 
test, and a salary of $2,000 has been provided 
for him in the andual appropriation ill. 

But there is no way in which his expenses 
can be covered. It ts declared that the fixed 
salary is only a fair compensation for the 
caliber of man needed for his place, so that 
he should not be compelled to bear all his own 
expenses, and that these funds should be pro- 
vided by the city. 

“The special parks commission is ready to 
put Mr. Prost to work at once,” said Ald. 
Bellfuss. His services are needed. They 
will prove of value to the city from the mo- 
ment he starts, but how is he going to start? 


Not Even Pencils Provided. 

No provision has been made even for giv- 
ing him pencils and a supply of paper. No 
plan has been considered for giving him a 
place in the city hall. The ordinance cre- 
ating the office dirécts that he shall instruct 
the public with printed matter and by lec- 
tures and addresses. Can we ask him to 
stand all these expenses out of his own 


ket? 

**I had thought that the civil service com- 
mission was going to divide the $2,000 vot 
by the council for the position into 15 
for salary and $200 for expenses. The 
advertised the job as a $2,000 job and there it 
will have to stay. 

So we shall have to have more money. Of 
course, Mr. Prost is to work under the juris- 
diction of the special parks commission, but. 
our quarters already are crowded. All our 
desks are in use. Our appropriation for of- 
fice expenses is not sufficient for our own 
néeds and we certainly cannot stand the add- 
ed cost of pamphlets and lectures such as 
are suggested in the ordinance. About $200 
or $300 more is needed.“ 


Would Prevent Blockades. 

Ald. Herman B. Bauler, a new member of 
the council, is the father of two ordinances 
approved by Chief of Police Shippy and Fire 
Marshal Horan and drafted by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Hayes. It is aimed to 
prevent the blockading of streets by idle 
automobiles. 

One forbids the leaving of a motor car 
without a chauffeur in any downtown street 
for more than thirty minutes and the other 
provides a.public automobile stand under po- 
lice protection in Market street ‘between 
Madison and Randolph streets. The latter 
contemplates a structure with a steel roof 
and a cement floor under the end of the Chi- 
cago and Oak Park elevated between the 
streets named. A small fee would be charged 
automobile owners for the storage of their 
machines. 

Many of the machines belons to out of 
town people who don’t pay a cent to the city,” 
said Ald. Bauler, and yet they let them 
stand at the curb all day long. They are no 
better than horse vehicles and should be 
treated in the same way.” 


Seeks to Enforce Sobriety. 

A plan for enforcing sobriety in the fire 
department was disclosed through a letter 
sent to the battalion chiefs by Fire Marshal 
Horan. It read: 

Tou will report to these headquarters as 
goon as possible the number of men laid up 
from sickness or injuries at the present time, 
the nature of sickness or injuries, names of 
men and their companies, length of time 
laid up, etc. I also want you to mention 
those in yur battalion who generally report 
sick or incapacitated, around the first of the 
month.“ e

The president realizes with the framers pf 
the measure that the larger share of inde- 
pendent authority granted to the director of 
the census is absolutely necessary, but the 
idea that the director is made superior to 
the president and to the secretary of com- 
merce and labor is erroneous. Mr. Crum- 
packer said the director of the census can 
not be considered as anything but sub- 
ordinate to the chief executive and must fol- 
low his general directions or retire. :

Grave Questions Involved. 
Tt must be evident to any one that the 

most momentous work of the whole Taft 
administration, it it is accomplished, will be 
the reform of the currency system. Tt ins 
volves problems peculiar to the United 
States, and any new system, whether draft- 
ed originally from Germany, Great Britain, 
or France, must be moditied at almost every 
angle so as to adapt it to the conditions of 
American commercia} fe. There will come 
up grave questions involving possibly the 
retirement of the greenbacks, disappear- 
ance of national bank notes, the substitution 
of notes based on local assets, and other 
things which thousands of people will con- 
,sider revolutionary, but which must be met 
‘bravely and wisely before the financial sys- 
tem can be put upon a proper foundation. 

There is already in existence a monetary 
commission, which has made an exhaustive 
and valuable study of the financial systems 
of the world. Its report, which will be pre- 
sented to congress next winter, will be only 
advisory. It will de necessary for the finance 
committee of the senate and the banking and 
currency committee of the house to shape up 
any legisietion which is attempted. 

Fortunately for the country the senate 


finance committee is headed by a man with 


a genius for constructive legislation in all 
financial lines. Whatever may be thought of 
Senator Aldrich'g political and social afMfilia- 
tions, his cpacaity fer his work has never 
been called in question and never should be. 
If the house committee charged with the 
same work can be put under as able leader- 
ship the path toward satisfactory currency 
reform will be vastly smoother. 


Weeks and Vreeland Eligible. 

Two men mentioned most frequently for 
the place in the house are both bankers, but 
not so much bankers that they would be un- 
able to understand the popular point of view, 
something which will have to be taken into 
consideration before a single step is taken to 
disturb the banking conditions with which 
the people have become familiar. Both men, 
Mr. Weeks and Mr. Vreeland, are young 
enough to appreciate new ideas. 

Mr. Vreeland has had his name associated 
with the most successful piece of financial 
legislation within the last generation. He 
took up the original Aldrich bill at a time 
when it had proved itself to be intensely un- 
popular with the bankers and commercial 
institutions of the west, and grafted upon it 
a successful scheme for an issue of notes 
based on other assets than bonds: The 
country has recovered from the panic, at 
least in part, so that the Vreeland bill has 
never been put to the test of actual practice, 
but there is scarcely any doubt it would do 
the work intended, which was merely to pro- 
vide a satisfactory circulation at times when 
money was hard to get otherwise, and thus 
to avert a panic so far as increased circula- 
tion can avert it. 

The New York representative is a lawyer, 
but has been president pf a trust company for 
many years, and is ged principally in 
the banking and ofl business at his home. 

There are a good many people here who 
believe Speaker Cannon would be likely to se- 
lect Representative Weeks of Massachusetts 
for the place if it were not for the fact that 
he is comparatively a new member, serving 
only his third term, whereas Mr. Vreelana 
antedates him by four years of congressiona!

MEXICAN’S BAG OF JEWELS 
INTERESTS CUSTOMS MEN. 


Curious Case of Alleged Smuggling 
Comes to Light Wher Real Estate 
Dealer Is Put Under Arrest. 


New Tork, April 29.— [Special. I An inter- 
esting case of alleged smuggling of jewelry 
into this port was revealed at the custom 
house today when Celso del Villar, a real 
estate dealer from Mexico City, was asked 
to explain to the collector and surveyor how 
it was that he had brought $12,000 worth of 
jewelry, including duty, on the Morro Castle 
on April 24 without declaring it.

Our correspondent’s proposal 
that medical schools refuse matriculants 
and confine themselves during a sort of 
“close season to graduate instruction 
is hardly practicable. But it is certainly 
‘desirable that whatever can be done 
through publicity to deter young men 
from an unconsidered and uninformed 
choice of the medical profession should 
be done. 

A campaign of discouragement, as it 
were, would, of course, be subject to the 
suspicion of selfish interest. But that in- 
justice should be endured for the sake of 
the larger good involved. The secular 
press and periodicals can do much to 
make the situation known, and that is the 
only legitimate and effective deterrent. . 

The problem is the more difficult that 
the cheapness of education in America 
makes access to the professions relatively 
easy, though not, perhaps, too easy: A 
Jess commendable factor is the undemo- 
eratic valuation of professional service as 
superior socjally. The social considera- 
tion undoubtedly induces many young men 
to enter professions who would not only 
earn a securer and better living in a 
skilled trade but would be more useful 
members of society. 5

New York is to have a “city planning 
conference” for twelve days beginning. 
May 8. The program indicates to some 
degree What people are thinking about 
the possibilities of the modern city. The 
experiences of Boston and Hartford ire 
to be recounted. The general subject is 
to be treated in its relations to education, 
municipal art and beauty, to the man4- 


facturer, the taxpayer, the laborer. The 


public health, transportation facilities, re- 
moval from congested districts, the water 
supply, the location of the markets, aud 
similar topics. are to be discussed, The 
closing session is to deal with th® need of 
a city planning commission in New York, 
seven points of view being taken, those 
of the manufacturer, of fresh air and eun- 
shine, of the architect, the engineer, the 
ren payer, the city, and the real estate 
agent. . 

There also has been issued a call for a 
national conference on city planning to 
be held in Washington May 21 and 22. 
This wonference will be held under the 
auspices of the committee on congestion 
of population in New York with the ap 
proval of President Taft. A notable list 
of names is attached to the call, including 
United States senators and representa- 
tives, college presidents; and men and 
women of national reputation. 

Both these conferences show the strong 
tendency toward broad and unified social 
effort. The New York City conference 
especially might be taken as an examp.ie 
for Chicago.

It is K fact that Canadian labor has gotten on a 
par now with labor in the United States. If any- 


“| thing, 1 should say that labor is higher in Canada 


than it is in the United States. I mean cheap 
labor and skilled labor both. That was not for- 
merly so, but it is so today. That is my own ex- 
perience and my own observation. 

Tt costs more to equip a Canadian 
than an American plant. The machinery 
has to be imported. Coal id dearer in the 


‘dominion than in the United States. The 


cost of operation of a mill in cold weather 
is 25 per cent greater than in warm 
weather. The Canadian manufacturer 
labors under the drawback of extremely 
long and cold winters. 

All the present duty does is to enable 
the owners of some antiquated and over- 
capitalized mills to charge consumers ex- 
orbitant prices—prices they would have 
to lower if deprived of the ilegitimate 
protection they have been enjoying. The 
Payne bill duty gives them more than 
they are entitled to. If the finance com- 
mittee were to attempt to give them still 
more it would recommend a glaring viola- 
tion of the Republican pledge, that duties 
should not exceed the difference between 
the cost of production at home and 
abroad.
